N arkacan? kit T rapfer.—Homo time ago I 
called at the house of an old man who lives on 
tile West side of the Saucatuckct river, between 
Wakefield and Peacedale in South Kingstown, a 
great part of whose life had been passed in trap­ 
ping nnd kindred pundits. 
He showed me a 
book in which ho had recorded the results of his 
exploits, from which I male tim following ex* 
t'OCt* I — 
Betwct n the years 1814 and 184" he had trapped, 
8,081 Musk rats; 2,017 Minks; 1,185 Wood- 
chucks, 19,103 
pounds of Turtle meat, after 
being thoroughly cleaned and prepared for food. 
During the same period he had caught with 
hook and line — 3,735 fish ; had shot one Eagle 
measuring nine feet from tip to tip of wing; had 
shot nine Wild Ocoee; I, *252 Teal and Duck ; 300 
Crown,—for the heads of which he had received 
33 dollar* bounty. 
The turtles were what arc called mud. or snap- 
ping turtle*, end were taken in powerful steel 
traps, which were set in the water nnd baited — 
lie showed mc one of these traps : I could make 
but little impression on its spring with both band 
and yet he assured mo that in his prime be used 
to press it completely down with one hand, while 
he adjusted the fastenings with the other. 
Six­ 
teen turtles caught in Nj c’s pond, in tho south 
west part of South Kingstown, weighed 86 pounds 
each ; nnd when prepared for food yielded in the 
•'gg»g*to 686 pounds of meat. 
Ile stated a* n 
curious faut, that he had in several instance* 
taken what appeared to bo litters of this specie* 
of turtle, each litter from the same pond, and 
that when this w as the case they were uniformly 
of the same individual weight. 
To visit all his trap* required a w alk of about 
sixty miles in circuit. 
Tho value of the skin* 
aud food thus procured, exceeded five thousand 
dollars.
